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JHY do individuals go on the obligations of 
their friends? Just simply as a form. If 
they believed that there was even a remote 
probability of being called on to pay, they would 
not sign; they would not dare. A debt or an ad¬ 
mitted probability of a debt of $5,000 or $10,000 
to be incurred, without consideration, and unex¬ 
pectedly, would involve so great a fluctuation and 
disturbance in the affairs of most men, as to preclude 
them from the risk ; motives of ordinary prudence 
would prevent even the best-natured friend from be¬ 
coming surety. Men take those risks because they be¬ 
lieve them to be nil. In the great majority of cases, 
the bondsman, if called on, is not able to pay until he 
re-arranges his affairs ; most men have their means 
engaged in their business or invested in property; 
the friendly and forgotten bond is without provision, 
and sales or changes must be made to meet it. 
So incongruous and so repulsive does it seem that a 
man should be called on to sign a bond, without pay, 
which may ultimate in a large claim against him, 
and to which he may, at the time of its maturity, be 
unable to respond, that it is a marvel that the custom 
should ever have obtained, and much more of a 
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marvel that business men and courts can still be 
found who prefer that sort of security to the bond of 
a surety company. An individual bond cannot, in 
the very nature of the case, be as good as a cor¬ 
porate bond. The individual goes right on with his 
business, and his responsibility is subject to all ordi¬ 
nary mutations. He does not count the bond among 
his liabilities ; he has no income from that class of 
transactions, and never expects to pay anything on 
them. Men do not prepare for what they do not 
expect. On the other hand a surety company re¬ 
ceives an income from its bonds amply sufficient to 
meet all the claims arising from them; it counts 
each bond a liability, and is compelled by law to 
make proper provision for it; all its assets are held, 
not for miscellaneous business, merchandizing, 
speculating, etc., but for the sole purpose of pro¬ 
tecting its written obligations. To our mind there 
can be no comparison between the individual and 
corporate bond in point of safety, convenience, or 
propriety ; and we believe that the day is not far 
distant when it will be regarded as ontrt to borrow a 
friend’s name for surety purposes, as to borrow his 
shoes or his clothes for business uses .—Insurance 
Monitor .

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the otate authorities, its continued solvency is as¬ 
sured and its assets readily available. The extent 
of the security is therefore placed beyond doubt. 

With the individual bondsman, the case is en¬ 
tirely different. Though his guarantee may be 
a good and valid one when given, its continued 
value is at all times contingent on his financial 
condition, which may be affected by success and 
reverse in business. Besides this, it is frequently 
the case that a private surety at the time of exe¬ 
cuting a bond is actually in a state of fancied 
solvency or concealed insolvency. The secrets of 
his affairs are in his own keeping, and it is impossi¬ 
ble to scrutinize or exercise a supervision over his 
ability to meet the obligations he assumes. As 
justification may be required at any time from a 
corporation, evidence of its solvency or otherwise 
can be easily obtained and assured whenever de¬ 
sired. On the other hand, it not infrequently hap-

troversy or litigation in the adjustment of claims 
thereunder. A corporation acts as surety on busi¬ 
ness principles. Its premium rates are carefully 
computed and established from long experience. 
Its risks, where it is obliged to take risks, as in the 
case of fidelity bonds, are all isolated, and there¬ 
fore, not subject to any epidemic of losses as is the 
case of the risks with life, fire, and marine insur¬ 
ance companies.
